Her husband read 
the messages as they passed over the 
wires, and they sat on the platform 
listening to the peaceful night sounds 
furnished by the wild nature all about 
them. The creek purred as it flowed 
gently past, the soft. wind sighed in the 
trees, and occasionally a sleepy bird 
twittered drowslly. 

It seemed very romantic to the bride, 
and there were all the elements to in- 
duce spooning, even though married, as 
they sat and listened to the wire hum- 
ming overhead carrying messages of 
love as well as business. 

But suddenly the air grew cold, and

Governor Tells Col. Laird to 
Investigate Conditions in 
Department.

JEFFERSON. CITY, June 17.—Gov. 
Hadley has today written Col. Laird, 
head of the St. Louis. Board of Police 
Commissioners, to take such steps as 
would ascertain whether or not an in- 
vestigation of the department there is 
necessary. 

This step was prompted by the assault 


upon a stenographer in Kansas City, 
who was reporting the inquiry there, 
followed by the theft of her notes. He 
says that that matter satisfied him con- 
ditions are not all they should be, 
either in St. Louis or St. Joseph, and 
has written the heads of both these de- 
partments. 

He has instructed them, if there be 
the slightest indication that such inquiry 
is warranted, to make the fullest inves- 
tigation. 

Gov. Hadley says he did not particu- 
larly have. in mind the case of Miss 
Hildegarde Hallen when he erdered 
the police investigatiqan, but that the 
case might, of course, figure in the in- 
quiry made that a general investiga- 
tion, be begun.

The trial was resumed this morning 
and everybod« awaited the sensation. 
What its nature would be Brandenburg 
would not say. He will take the stand 
before the close of the trial, and the 
prediction is made that he will make 
an interesting witness. 

It is known that the defense will try 
to call John G. Carlisle, one of Mr. 
Cleveland's Cabinet. 

The first witness put on the stand this 
morning was Charles M. Lincoln, Sun- 
day editor of the Times. 

Questioned by Assistant District At- 
torney Knott, Mr. Lincoln said that he 
had frequently done business with 
Brandenburg, as an editor of the Times 
and other pubiications. He had bought 
the Cleveland article from Brandenburg, 
believing it to be genuine, and _ had 
turned it over to William C. Reick, the 
managing editor. 

Assistant District Attorney Manley 
then ‘read the. disputed article to the 
jury. 

On cross-examination by Attorney 
Jacobi for the defense, Mr. Lincoln 
Stated that he had twice sent a reporter 
to F. S. Hastings, one of the executors 
under Mr. Clevelag”’s will, to ascertain 
if the article was genuine. Two letters 
which the witness said the reporter had 
obtained from Mr. Hastings were ad- 
mitted in evidence. 

In one of them, over the signature 
of F. S. Hastings, the statement was 
made that the writer had given Bran- 
denburg “a formal written assignment 
by which he has the exclusive right to 
said article.” The second letter said in 
Part: 

“ft have examined the. signature sub- 
mitted to me by Mr. Ybarra and com- 
pared it with others of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s, and believe that the one sub- 
mitted by Mr. Ybarra is genuine. I have 
no reason to believe the article furnished 
you by Mr. Brandenburg purporting to 
have been written by Mr. Cleveland is 
not genuine.”

Westminster place, and John H. Me- 
Cluney, 4427 Westminster place. 

After the testimony was all in, coun- 
ssel for the company attacked the va- 
lidity of the ordinance forbidding loud 
and unusual noises. Judge Tracy re- 
served his decision, saying he would 
give the attorneys a reasonable time to 
file briefs. 


Thinks It’s From Autos. 

Thurman, through his attorney, Al- 
bert Arnstein, who lives in the sani 
block, attempted to show that the noize 
and vibration did not originate in the 
cleaning company’s plant, but in neigh- 
boring automobile garages. 

The plaintiffs all expressed themselves 
as believing that the seat of the dis- 
turbance was a gasoline engine, used by 
the cleaning company to compress air. 

Patrolman Matlock said he had 
traced the noise to the cleaning com- 
pany’s plant. 

‘“‘How do you know you were right?” 
asked Arnstein. 

‘‘Because I went there and saw the 
noise,”’ said the policeman. 

Mrs. Lackland testified that the vibra- 
tion knocked things off the shelves at 
her home and that it caused a dry bat- 
tery to topple off a rack . the front 
hall. 

Tell of Shocked Nerves, 

“You are of very nervous tempera- 
ment aren’t you?’ asked Arnstein. 

“Indeed, I’m not,” said Mrs. Lackland, 
‘but my nerves have been ‘almost 
wrecked by that noise.”’ 

Miss Brennan, a seamstress, employed 
by Mrs. Lackland, testified that the 
noise had so affected her nerves that 
she could not stand the ticking of a 
clock. 

Harry Knight gave a graphic imita- 
tion of the “Big Noise.’’ 

“First,”’ he said, “it coughs like this, 
and then it puffs like this.”” He made 
strange sounds to show Judge Tracy 
just what the noise was like. 

Daniel testified that the vibration was 
much like an earthquake.

Hint at Poison Plot. 
That Mrs. Gould will try to prove an 


attempt was made to poison or drug 
her when she was at her Blue Gap farm 
in Virginia, in November, 1906, is ap- 
parent through questions asked by her 
counsel. 

That a negress named Betsey or Betty 
Foster had a part in this chapter in the 
marital history of Mrs. Gould was indi- 
cated also. Apparently she was em- 
ployed in the househoid at Blue Gap, 
but by whom and under what circum- 
Stances has not yet been brought out. 

Mr. Shearn said that before the close 
of the hearing, which it is now expected 
will take another week, there will bea 
good deal brought out about the poison- 
ing incidents, but he refused to go Into 
details. 

The first hint of the poisoning was 
given by Mr. Shearn yesterday after- 
noon, when he was cross-examining 
Robert Trotter, a carpenter, who had 
heen employed at Castle “ould and in 
Virginia, and who had testified to hav- 
ing seen Mrs. Gould intoxicated sevy- 
eral times at both places. 

Asked if He Knew Negress. 

Mr. Shearn first asked Trotter if he 
had known in Virginia a negress named 
Betsy or Betty Foster, but Delancey 
ivicoll, counsel for Mr. Gould, objected 
and was sustained. _.Mr. Shearn then 
asked Trotter, “Did you put anything 
in Mrs. Gould’s coffee that Saturday 
night?’’ 

‘“I-certainly did not,’’ 
witness. 

“Did you get Betsy or Betty Foster te 
put it in the coffee?’ 

“Tt certainly did not.’ 

‘Didn't Mrs. Gould charge you with 
attempting to poison or drug her by put- 
ting something in her coffee?’’ 

She certainly did not.”’ 

“Did you ever hear of this charge be- 
fore?’ 

“Not until I. read some _ testimony 
given by Mr. Sells,’ replied Trotter. 

Scores of Witnesses to Appear. 

There are still many clerks, maids; 
stable employes, carpenters, gardeners 
and other employes waiting to testify in 
support of Howard Gould’s charge that 
his wife’s habits justified him in refus- 
ing to live with her. 

Because the relation and reiteration 
of high jinks at Castle Gould and other 
spots as observed by the servants was 
spinning out at great length, Justice 
Dowling said he would hold court an 
hour overtime today and two hours to- 
motrow. In all probability night ses- 
sions will be held next week. 

Mrs. Gould's counsei said he would 
bring in a long file of witnesses to give 
evidence in rebuttal of the charges 
which were brought against her charac- 
ter and habits by the defense.

Shearn Wants More Money. 

When Mr. Shearn went before Justice 
Giegerich after the end of yesterday’s 
session to argue his application for $20,- 
900 additional counsel fee and about $409 
for disbursements he told the Justice 
that he would cal] at least fifty wit- 
nesses in rebuttal.

He declared that Mrs, 
Gould was 80 poor with only $26,000 
alimony that it was impossible for her‘ 
to help him out with the expenses, and 
that he had already disbursed §3000 of 
his own money.

I was, where I 
was born and who employed me. She 
said she did not like fer me to carry a 
revolver and a policeman’s.club.

Before being taken to the University 
Hospital, Miss Owen régained con- 
sciousness, but could give no descrip- 
tion of her assailant.

The stenographer was working late at 
the request of Mayor Crittenden, who 
had asked her to furnish him with a 
copy of the testimony in tie trial of 
Capt. Walter Whitsett. She had the 
books removed from the vault, where 
they had been carefully guarded. 
Her office is separated.from the hall 
by a reception room, and when Mr. Mar- 
tin left the effice at 6:30 she was at 
work on the notes. The hall door was 
closed. and also the door leading from 
the reception room into her office.

Member of Crew Wounded, 

The projectile from the torpedo boat 
pierced a steam pipe and one member 
of the crew of the English vessel was 
wounded. The incident shows the ex- 
treme nervousness for the safety of 
Emperor Nicholas. 

Russian torpedo boats have been pa- 
troling Pitkipas Bay, the rendezvous of 
the twe emperors, and it was one of 
these guard vessels that fired. 

The German imperial ‘yacht Hohen- 
zollern, with Emperor William on board, 
joined the Russian squadron convoying 
Emperor Nicholas on beard the imperial 
yacht Standart at 10 o’clock this mers 
ing. 

Emperor Nicholas immediately went 
on board the Hohenzollern and . wel- 
comed Emperor William. All the ships 
were dressed and manned.

Former Meat Inspector. Refuses 
to Testify Unless Hearing 
Is Public. :

Rather than to open to the public 
their hearing into the Harms charges 
against the Hast St. Louis packing 
hcuse inspectors, members of the In- 
quiry Board decided Thursday, at the 
outset of their investigation, to proceed 
without James F. Harms, former in- 
spector, the chief witness. 

Harms insisted on an open hearing of 
his charges, which were made in an 
open letter to Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson. When this was refused, he 
declined to testify, and said the wit- 
nesses he had intended to call would 
also refuse to appear. 

The committee, at 1 p. m., gave out 
a typewritten statement giving its side 
of the controversy with Harms. It is 
as follows: 

Committee Wants Facts. 

Dr. A. P. Melvin, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Anima] Industry, and Geo. 
P. McCabe, solicitor of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the committee 
designated by Secretary Wilson to 
investigate the charges made by 
Mr. J. F. Harms, a meat inspector 
at the East St. Louis Stockyards, 
that they are in an unsanitary con- 
dition, and that the meat inspection 
is rotten, and that the men conduct- 
ing it are dishonest, met at the East 
St. Louis Livestock Exchange Build- 
ing this morning. 

Mr. Harms, who had been brought 
by the department to St. Louis from 
his home in Fremont, O., was before 
the committee, and was assured that 
the committee desired only to get 
at the facts; that he would be af- 
forded every opportunity to present 
evidence before the committee to 
substantiate ‘his charges; that the 
committee would see to it that the 
attendance of witnesses desired by 
Mr. Harms would be secured, and 
that the committee would endeavor 
to supplement his testimony by in- 
vestigations on its own account. 

“= Ensieta Upon Publicity. 

ft was announced that the investi- 
gation during its course would not be 
open to the press, whereupon Mr. 
Harms stated that he would not par- 
ticipate in any investigation which 
was not open to the press. 

He was told that !t Was the gen- 
eral policy of the department not to 
conduct -public investigations, but 
that he would be furnished each 
morning with a copy of the stenogra- 
pher’s record of the preceding day’s 
proceedings. 

He still declined to participate ™m 
the investigation and left the room 
where the committee was.in session. 

To Make Rigid Inquiry. 

The committee will continue its 
investigations, calling every man on 
the meat inspection force, who is in 
a position to have any knowledge 
about the alleged occurrences recited 
in Harms’ letter. 

The committee is also in posses- 
sion of a list of witnesses relied 
upon by Mr. Harms to substantiate 
the charges made in his letter of 
June 8 This list was furnished to 
the department by Mr. Harms, and 
every man included in the list will 
be called before the Board and his ¢ 
testimony taken. 

Proceed Without Harms, 
George P. McCabe, solicitor for the 
Department of Agriculturé, was ap- 
parently in charge of the ‘inquiry, and 
it was he who announced, shortly after 
1l1 a. m. Thursday, that the hearing 
about to begin would be closed to news- 
paper representatives and. the: public. 
McCabe said it was the policy of the 
department to hold nedrings in secret, 
that witnesses might be more at their 
ease. He said a moment later that a 
stenographic record: would be kept of 


furnished to the newspapers. 
This statement did not satisfy Harms, 
who reiterated-his refusal te take part 
in a secret inquiry.. The Board then an- 
nounced that it would proceed for the 
present without the chief witness. Dr. 
Joseph B. Clancy, inspector in charge 
at East St. Louis, and Dr. Willis Head- 
ors, his assistant, were called soon after.

Driven From Other Cities 
They Come Here to Test 
Strength of Statute. 








PLAYERS NO CHANCE 


Circuit Attorney Jo€es and 
Grand Jury Arrayed Against 
“Sure Thing” Game. 


In the opinion of some of the old- 
timers who “know the game’ from sad 
experience, the bucket-shop brigade of 
the Middle West is making its final 
stand in 8t. Louis, and may be run to 
cover, smoked out and dispersed—to 
other parts, if not to the penitentiary— 
by Circuit Attorney Jones and the 
grand jury. 

There are nine concerns in St. Louls 
which are said to be under investiga- 
tion by the grand jury, as supposed 
bucket-shops. 

On the surface there are 11, but three 
of them, though operating at different 
places in the city and under different 
names, are understood to be one con- 
cern. 

At one of the “plants” of this concern, 
behind locked doors in third-story 
rooms, is the central telegraph station 
from which market quotations radiate 
to several independent shops in the city, 
as well as to the operating branches of 
the locked shop. 


Smail Capital, Large Business. 
This triple-named concern is said to be 


capitalized at $10,000, with $5000 paid in. 
A man of long and wide experience 1) 


| market trading, who has been known in 


his time as a plunger, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that this firm pays a 
telegraph company about $400,000 a year 
for wire rentals and tolls, yet it is }i- 
able for only $5000. 

In the past six months two large 
bucketshops have gone out of business in 
St. Louis, owing to pressure from the 
authorities and the fear of penitentiary 
punishment. 

These shops earned their operators 
many thousands of dollars, taking just 
as many from their customers, before 
they quit business. 

Another large bucketshop in Cincinnati 
and one in Kansas City, Kan., have 
ceased operations within the same 
period. 

Some of the men connected with these 
concerns are said to have come to St. 
Louis to make their last fight. 


Missouri Law Drastic 
Missouri has now one of the most 


drastic laws against the bucketshop to 
be found on any statute book. The Leg- 
islature of 1907 passed this law, which 
makes it a felony to operate a bucket- 
shop. Any officer, member, agent or 
employe of a firm or corporation en- 
gaged in the prohibited business is lia- 
ble to punishment, the maximum penal- 
ty betng five years in the penitentiary 
and the minimum two years, or from 
six to twelve months in jail. 

The law provides no prison escape by 
the payment of a fine. 

The statute is in the Laws of Mis- 
souri, 1907, beginning on page 234. It 
defines a bucketshop as “a place where- 
in the person carrying on the bucket- 
shop, then and there, either as principal 
or agent, pretends to buy or sell, or 
goes through the form of buying and 
selling, to or for any other person or 
persons, stocks, bonds, petroleum, cot- 
ton, grain, provisions and other com- 
modities, or any one or more of the 
same, at prices fixed or pretended to be 
fixed by trades or transactions made or 
offered to be made in same on boards 
of exchange or otherwise, but wherein 
there is in fact no actual purchase and 
sale, or sale and purchase, of such 
commodity for or on account of the par- 
ty or parties thereto.” 

Evade the Statute. 

To evade the provisions and penalties 
of this law, the St. Louis bucketshop 
men are said to have adopted the pre- 
tense of doing a ‘“‘puts and calls’’ busi- 
ness. Instead of marking down a trans- 
action as an actual buy or sale, it is 
marked on the card as a call or a put. 

“Some of the St* Louis bucketshops,”’ 
said the oldtimer quoted above, ‘‘steal 
their wire reports. Others fake them 
up and blaze away at guesswork 
more or less, getting a quotation, say, 
Once in fifteen minutes, and filling in 
on the blackboard ‘for the interval. 

“It doesn’t matter, anyhow, for any 
man who is a customer of these places 
is hypnotized.. He is not in his right 
mind. Doctors who have examined some 
of them will tell you that. 

“The customer has no more chance 
against the house than a snowball in 
a& red-hot stove. 

To Win Is Fatal, 

It is the most unfortunate thing’ in 
the world for a man te make any 
little winning in a bucketshop. He will 
keep On at the game until he loses al! 
he has. Then he will go out and bor- 
row all he can and give that to the 
bucketshop people. Then he will stes! 
all he can, and throw that in after his 
good money and his friends’ money. 
This, of course, applies to the hypno- 
tized customer, the fellow who has 
tasted a little of the sweets of winning. 
“I do not see how, under the present 
State law, a bucketshop can survive 
the grand jury's investigations. It looks 
to me as if the forces of law are clos- 
ing in around the operators, and they 
will have to quit the game, or go * 
live inside the big stone wall at Jei- 
ferson City.”

Dr. Edward F. Brady said he opposed

““My boy killed himself because of in- 
fatuation for Selma Lauber,’ said 
William Lauber when called upon to 
testify at*the inquest. ‘“‘There was some- 
thing between them that his mother and 
I do not know. Miss Lauber and her 
mother called at my house, 5384 Floris- 
sant avenue, last night, but Miss Lau- 
ber said she would not show us the let- 
ter she received from him. She said 
that in the letter he said that he was 
going away and that if she wished to 
write to him she could get his address 
from his mother. - 

“There probably is more in the letter 
than that, and my wife and myself 
would like to see it. I wish you would 
secure it,’’ he added earnestly to Deputy 
Coroner Fath. 

“I don’t see how we can compel the 
young lady to deliver the letter to the 
Coroner’s office,’”’ said Mr. Fath. ‘It 
is her private property and she can do 
with it what she wants. I don’t see 
what. good purpose it would serve for 
anyone to see it.’’

Guardians Appointed by Mayor 
Benbow Have Key to Offi- 
cial Prison. 








If a citizen of Benbow City, eight 
miles south of Alton, gets in jail it 
will be his own fault. If he is circum- 
spect and careful he may disturb the 
peace to his heart's content without 
landing behind the bars. 

And this, despite the fact that Benbow 
City has twice as many guardians of 
the peace as it ever had before. 

That’s the trouble. There are two po- 
lice forces, one apjurnted by each of 
the contesting mayors, A. E. Benbow 
and James Olroyd. 

Benbow’s police force has the keys 
to the jail. There being only one jail 
the Olroyd force has no place in which 
to lock at Bay ee 


ash of Authority 
Since the "anal police adniinistration 


went into effect nonody has been ar- 
rested, but things are lively when they 
do start in Benbow City, and residents 
of the town are shuddering to think 
what may happen to one of them if 
both police forces attempt to nab him at 
the same time. There will be a tug of 
war in which either the prisoner oar his 
clothing will be dismembered. 

Another complication has arisen to 
worry those who contemplate being ar- 
rested in Benbow City. The Justice of 
the Peace appointed. by Mayor Benbow 
has moved away, leaving the field clear 
‘o Justice Ashlock, who is a stancli sup- 
porter of Mayor Olroyd. 

While it is true that a person arrested 
by an Olroyd policeman cannot be 
placed in jail it will be time enough for 
him to laugh when he is out of the 
woods. 


o Jail for Offenders. 
Wiceimane of .cne Olroyd force say that 


when they catch a prisoner they will 
take him direct to the tribunal of Jus- 
tice Ashlock. The necessity of spend- 
ing a night in jail will be removed, but 
&@ worse fate may be in store for the 
prisoner. 

Ashlock, recognizing the Olroyd police 
force as legally appointed, will try the 
offender and if he finds him guilty will 
fine him. If he cannot pay he will be 
formally sentenced to jail. Of course 
he can’t go, but his sentence will be en- 
tered on the record and if the Olroyd 
faction ever gets possession of the jail 
key he will have to serve his time. 

The sword will be hanging over his 
head and he will never know when he 
may be awakened in the night and hear 
a gruff voice say. “Olroyd’s got Ben- 
bow’s goat at last. Come on down to 
the jail.’’

INDORSES TAFT $ 


INCOME TAX PLAN 


‘Is Strongly Fortified in Con- 
stitutional Law,” Says 
F. N. Judson.

“It Looks to Me Like Class 
Legislation,” Declares T, 
H. McKittrick. 


——— 





St. Louis corporation heads and stu- 
dents of taxation differ as to the merits 
and the desirability of the corporation 
income tax recommended by President 
Taft in a special message to Congress. 
The President's plan is for a 2 per cent 
tax on the net income of corporations. 

Such a tax, if imposed, will prebably 
be collected through the Internal Rey- 
enue Department, as was the tax once 
levied on legacies. Its practicability was 
admitted by most of those whose opin- 
ions the Post-Dispatch obtained Thurs- 
day, but there was a wide divergence 
of opinion as to its fairness. 

Frederick N. Judson, attorney and ex- 
pert on taxation, made the following 
statement, indorsing Taft’s recommend- 
ation: 

“The recommendation of President 
Taft for an excise tax upon corporation 
earnings is not only strongly fortified in 
the constitutional law as declared by 
the Supreme Court, but it also appeals 
very strongly to those who are inter- 
ested in a just and effective system of 
taxation. An income tax which depends 
upen an inquisitorial systeny of individ- 
ual disclosure of taxable incomes is open 
to the same objection as our present sys- 
tem of attempting to reach intangible 
personal property by taxation. 

“Individual Can’t Be Trusted.” ° 

“An individual oan no more be trusted 
to declare the amount of an income 
which is known only to himself than 
he can disclose the existenee of wealth 
which is known only to himself. 

“While an income tax, therefore, is 
theoretically a just tax, it Is not an ef- 
fective tax unless it is levied upon the 
sources of income. This is the principle 
adopted in England. : 

“The tax recommended by President 
Taft has the supreme merit, therefore, 
of beirig an effective tax. An ineffective 
tax is an unjust tax, because the unscru- 
pulous man who evades it escapes; while 
the honest man who does not try to 
escape, must bear the burden. 

“The tax recommended by President 
Taft, therefore, is effective and the only 
effective income tax. It is true that 
such a corporation tax would not reach 
all incomes, but it would reach a very 
large proportion of the taxable wealth 
of the country and part{fcularly that 
form which is not reached by our pres- 
ent systems of taxation. 

Injustice Shown by Grand Jury. 

“The ineffectiveness and, therefore, 
the injustice of a system of taxation 
resting upon enforced personal disclos- 
ure, is illustrated by the recent report 
of the grand jury in St. Louis, which 
recommended that we substitute for 
our present inquisitorial system of 
Sworn tax returns the New York sys- 
tem of allowing the taxpayer to swear 
of the Assessor’s estimate of his person- 
al estate. 

“It is true that a tax upon sources 
of income, such as corporation éarn- 
ings, would not reach incomes from per- 
sonal services: but such incomes de- 
pendent upon the life and health of the 
possessor stand on an entirely different 
basis from those which are realized from 
invested property. The recommendation 
of President Taft is wise and states- 
manlike.”’ 

Of. the corporation heads and corpora- 
tion attorneys questioned by the Post- 
Dispatch a majority expressed them- 
selves unfavorably to the plan, but de- 
clined to be quoted. Opinions given for 
publication were as follows: 


Won’t Stop Business, Says F. J. Wade. 
Festus J, Wade, president Mer- 
cantile Trust Co.—It won’t stop busi- 
ness. If it means Government super- 
vision of corporations, it ought te 
prove beneficial. 


Thomas H, McKittrick, president 
Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods Co. 
—It looks to me like class legislation. 
That’s all I care to say about it. 


C. P. Walbridge, president Mer- 
rill Drug Co.—The principle of tax- 
ing corporation prefits is a fair one. 
Such a tax, if based on the dividends 
paid, would be practicable, for no 
corporation could long hide its profits 
from its stockholders. The dividends 
paid would be, it seems to me, the 
proper basis for.the tax. 


Praises Taft as Judge. 
Isaac H, Lionberger, attorney, cap!- 
capitalist and student of taxation: 
Without having carefully examined 
the matter, itis my impression that 
whatever Judge Taft suggests is like- 
ly to be good law. 

The distinction between a direct 
tax and an excise tax is, perhaps, @ 
fine one, but it is one which the Su- 
preme Court has indicated, and the 
President's suggestion in that regard 
is legally sound. The tax he pro- 
poses is, as I understand it, like the 
tobacco tax, not so much a tax on 
Preperty as on the doing of a thing. 

It can be enforced by a requirement 
of sworn returns. No corporation 
would dare to falsify such returns. 

But while I think the proposed tax 
is legal and collectable, I do not 
consider it necessary. We are taxed 
to death now. Nor do I think it 
would be beneficial in bringing about 
closer supervision of corporations. 
The Government cannot supervise all 
corporations. Everybody is in a cor- 
poration, and most corporatiens do 
not need Government supervision. 


“Paternal or Fatherly Government?” 
Saunders Norvell, president of 
the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Ce.: 

The Latin word pater means father. 

Our ewn werd papa comes frem the 


ete 


ment means.a fatherly government. 

The main question before this 
country now is whether we want a 
paternal or fatherly government, or 
whether we desire the Jeffersonian 
idea of government, which was that 
the individual should simply be, pro- 
tected by the Government in work- 
ing out his own happiness according 
to his own ideas. 

The drift of events in this coun- 
try in recent years has been decided- 
ly towards a peternal or socialistic 
form of governmer. 

The corporations are the grown- 
up sons. Some of these sons have 
grown stronger than their father. 
The sons have been trying to run 
the household. Each of these sons 
has a large family of his own. By 
concentrating their efforts, by work- 
ing hard and by eliminating waste 
they have grown rich and powerful. 

Now the father says, “I will put 
a crimp in these sons by making 
them give me part of their profits. 


of my own following. I will control 
these overgrown sons and I will 
build up my own strength.” 

It seems to me that this is all 
right if the father will give us our 
money’s worth. 

This country most extrava- 
gantly managed. It is notorious 
that Government work is far more 
expensive than private work. When 
we go te Washington we cannot 
help but be amused at the easy- 
going ways and short hours of Gov- 
ernment officials. We pay milliens 
for battleships, and in a few years 
they are out of date and worthless. 

The farmer has rural free deliv- 
ery at a tremendous loss to the Gov- 
ernment, nevertheless certain pos- 
tal officials have been trying to 
foist parcels post:on the country in 
addition to rural free delivery. 

Every man who puts a 2-cent 
stamp on a letter pays the Govern- 
ment 400 per cent profit. Notwith- 
standing this, the Government car- 
ries second-class postal matter for 
special interests at a loss that runs 
up into millions of dollars. 

The farmers are sent free seed 
and free literature. 

Now may I ask, what does the 
Government do for the city man? 
Take, for instance, a bookkeeper who 
works on a salary of $100 per month 
and who may have a small suburban 
home. What does the Goevrnment do 
for him? 

If’ the earnings of the corporations 
are taxed, this tax will, of course, go 
into the expense of doing business. 
In the end the consumer will pay it. 
It will be another lift in the cost of 
living. 

Such a tax will mean Government 
supervision of corporations. In many 
respects this would be a good thing, 
but it would mean the taxpayers 
would have to support an army of 
easy-going workers te do the super- 
vising. 


Would Cause New Evils, He Says. 
Then there would be evils in con- 


nection with the supervision. There 
will be no privacy in business. Such 
supervision can easily: be abused. 

After all, the question is—what is 
best for all the people? The people 
own most of the stock in the corpo- 
rations. In the end the consumer 
stands all the cost. The question is: 
If they. are taxed on their corpora- 
tion dividends and their incomes, will 
they get their money’s worth from 
the Government? 

Unless there is a decided change 
in the way in which Government of- 
ficials work, I do not believe the 
people will. get their money’s worth. ' 
It looks to me like a lot of hard- 
working people being taxed to sup- 
port a lot of other people in. very. 
easy jobs. 

We are following in thé steps of 
European nations—the emigrants' who 
left Europe to escape excessive tax- 
ation will soon find that the hand 
ef taxation is again in their. pock- 

ets.

CHICAGO, June 17.—John D. Rocke- 
feller has refused to enter the theo- 
logical row that has been started over 
Prof. George Burman Foater’s writ- 
ings. Although Mr. Rockefeller has 
given millions for the building of the 
University of Chicago he is not going 
to interfere with Prof. Foster’s work 
or that of the University trustees. If 
there is anything wrong with either 
Prof. Foster’s theology or his teach- 
ings, that is the business of the men 
who are running the institution, but 
not Mr. Recokefeller’s, his private 
secretary said. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s attitude on the 
Foster controversy was voiced in a 
letter received by the Rev. Amastah 
Cc, Dixon, pastor of Moody's Church, 
who wrote to Mr. Rockefeller several 
weeks ago and asked him if he 
“stood” for the teachings of the uni- 
versity professor. Mr. Rockefeller did 
not write the answer, but his private 
secretary, who penned it, declared he 
pélieved he knew Mr. Rockefeller’s 
mind sufficiently to express his views. 

Dr. Dixon said today that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s secretary declared that the 
millionaire did not carp what was 
taught in the university as long as 
its educational standard kept up with 
cther institutions, and that Mr. Rocke- 
feller was not bothering his mind 
about creeds or drawing hair lines in 
theological distinctions.

The Rev. G. F. Schenk, who was ar- 
rested at the Stolpe (Mo.) parsonage 
several weeks ago on a charge of im- 
porting Gertrude Wolff to this country 
for an improper purpose, was released 
bs Immigration Inspector Dunn Thurs- 

~, @ay on an order from Washington. Mrs. 
" Schenk, with Etna and Lilly, the two 
. ehiléren of Schenk and Gertrude, left 
| St. Louis Wednesday night for New 
York to take a steamer for Switzerland. 
~ She was ordered deported. Schenk, 
against whom there was a criminal 

~. charge, is to go free. 

Shenk left the jail about 9 a. m., alone. 
He did not say where he was going, nor 
speak to anyone of his plans. It is be- 
lieved that he is desirous of reaching 
New York in time to join Mrs. Schenk 
and the children before they sail Satur- 
day. 

Gértrude Wolff, 20 years old, who 
played the most pathetic part in this 
drama of two continents, eliminated her- 

 gelf_as a problem for the United States 
authorities by slipping away to her 
home in Konigsburg, Germany, a few 
duys after Schenk was exposed. 


Girl Signed “Holy Promise.” \ 
The girl signed what she called ‘“‘a 


holy promise” aever to see Schenk 
again, and to surrender her tw chil- 
dren to Mrs. Schenk. But before she 
left this country, while she was walt- 
ing to take the steamer at Baltimore, 
she wrote letters to Schenk, in which 
she poured out many words of love and 
begged him to leave his wife and go to 
* her in Europe. 

Schenk, however, was not in a posi- 
tion to control his own movements. Im- 
migration Inspector S. L. Whitfield 
went to Stolpe and arrested the clergy- 
man on a warrant charging him with 
bringing Gertrude Wolff into the United 
States for a purpose prohibited by law. 

The preacher was unable to give 
bond and from the day after his arrest 

- until his release Thursday he was kept 
a prisoner in the St: Louis Jail. 

Immigration Inspector Dunn, in 
charge of the St. Louis Immigration 
Office, was waiting for advice from 
Washington. He did not know whether 
Schenk was merely to be deported, or 
whether he was to be prosecuted in the 
criminal courts. 

Pastor Fully Confessed. 

Schenk has made a full and complete 
confession of his relations with Ger- 
trude Wolff, this corifession having 
been made first to a Post-Dispatch re- 

porter and later in greater detail to 
-. Inspector Dunn. Schenk hoped that, by 
his frankness, he would win the good 
will of the authorities and escape with 
only deportation. He did not look for 
any greater leniency than that.

Plot Based on Situation

ISS HURST built her plot upon 

M a situation which actualy ex- 

isted when the official chaper- 

on of the university was about te be 

dispensed with. She allowed her fancy 

play in imagining the possible advent 

of an ideal chaperon—one young and 

attractive—and she made her incidents 
conform to such a possibility. 

But the incidents were entirely prob- 
able, as the five principals, Miss Mil- 
dred Spargo as Toodles Yungthing, 
Miss Franees Dawson as Harriet 
Makem, Mr. Jacobs as Jack Watson, 
Mr. Tom Furlong as Luney, Mr. Stoeck- 
er as Dick Star—simply enacted them- 


selves, the dramatist putting such 
words in their mouths as would “rub 





in” their characteristics, sometimes to 
an unmerciful degree. 

Of course, the play was a vehicle for 
local hits. It would be telling tales out 
of school to inform the general public 
fully as to just what eT and who 
got the worst of it.. 

One was in constant suspense, as 5 the 
actors grew more and more venture- 
some in their sallies at the expense 
of those who have held the whip hand, 
for fear some luckless student would be 
ealled down to answer for his deport- 
ment. But the college term had ended. 
This final fling was the chance of a 
lifetime and no opportunity was lost 
for evening up old scores. 

Faults and Virtues of 
Faculty Frankly Handled. 
O hobby or peculiarity or fault or 
N virtue of faculty or fellow stu- 
dent was left untouched. Light 
was thrown upon evesy past,no matter 
how shady. The office boy and the 
keeper of the buildings, who have been 
held eminent domains, acknowledging 
no peer but the chancellor, saw their 
thrones totter in the dust. 

Miss Spargo’s reputation as a college 
widow was fully aired. The secrets of 
bluffing, cramming and other meth- 
ods of making grades were exposed. 
Strategic methods of obtaining for- 
bidden “eats” were uncovered, 

The secret of “dearly bought” finan- 
cial experience, the secret of the in- 
spiration Prof. Cory owes to his vari- 
‘Olored neckties, and of Dr. Swift’s 
prophetic vision long disguised as a 
psychic gift, all were laid bare. 

No doubt was left as to the painful 
“eserves demanded by the attitude of 
Dr. Usher, while on the other hand 
Dean Snow was frankly aold he is “a 
cinch.” 

Authoress Herself Gets 
Deserts Without Warning. 
ND the authoresa received her 
A deserts when the chorus, in re- 
sponse to a cue, “Who’s the 
girl with the big Psyche?” without 
warning, perpetrated this: 
“That’s Fanny Hurst, the poetess, 
Who writes three plays in an hour or 
less; 
At storyettes she’s out of sight 
And the oil is the test tube burns all 
night.” 


And not only by this evidence, but 
adhering to realism all through the 
play, no disclosure was more trans- 
parent than that Miss Fanine Hurst 
has dominated the hearts, if not, in- 
deed, the heads of her associates in col- 
lege life, just as she did in the leading 
role of her clever play.

The woes of a street car conductor 
who wedded a wealthy widow and quit 
his job because she told him she had 
‘“nlenty for both,”” were rehearsed 
Judge Kinsey by Fred J. Meyer in nis: 
testimony resisting his wife’s divorce 
suit. : 

-A diary kept by Meyer during Juiy 
and August, 1908, when domestic trou»les 


at ‘‘Castle Meyer,” 4650 South Broadway, 
became acute, furnished the material for 
the husband's testimony. 

Judge Kinsey took the case under ad- 
visement, after hearing Meyer read, late 
Wednesday afternoon, these extracts 
from his diary: 

July 18—She said if I don’t go she'll 
have me arrested. 

July 24—She objected to my tools in 
the cellar leaning against her stove. 

July 25—She threw my dishes and 
washpan into the yard. 

July 26—She either hid or stole my 
carpenter tools. 

July 29—She said she would get me 
out before many days. . 

Aug. 4—-Told me I must not sit on 
her chairs. Jerked one from under 
me and I fell. 

Aug. 20—She threw boiling water on 
me while I was eating lunch in the 
cellar. 

Aug. 21—She threatened to have me 
arrested for disturbing her peace. I 
haven't disturbed anyone’s peace. 

Aug. 22—Accused me of stealing her 
kindling. Threw my prayer book and 
clock out of the window. 

Aug. 23—She scattered half a sack 
of salt all over my bed. 

Aug. 24—She stacked pasteboard 
boxes in the middle of my bedroom. 

Aug. 25—-I wemt back to work on 
the street car. 

Wife Had Diary, Too. 

Meyer, in his testimony, denied that 
the diary kept by his wife, Mrs. Mary 
A. Meyer, from which she read a-:few 
extracts earlier in the day, was a cor- 
rect record. He denied that he had 
ever, as her diary recorded, kicked her 
on the shins, or that he had ever sworn 
at her or called her “names.” Her 
diary contained a list of epithets which 
she said he had arpiied to her, most of 
them of a sort which she was unwilling 
to pronounce above 2 whisper. 

The husband said his troubles began 
when his stepson, James Foster, an- 
nounced in May, 1908, that he intended 
to marry. The stepson Meyer said, at 
once began trying®to get him out of 
the house, and Meyer said he heard the 
youth tefl Mrs. Mever that unless’ this 
were done he would not bring his bride 
to “Castle Meyer’’: to live. 

Picture Torn From Album. 

“Young Foster quit speaking to me,” 
Meyer testified, “‘and he tore my picture 
out of the family album. About the same 
time Mrs. Meyer turned all the pictures 
in my room to the wall. 

“She accused me of taking a rug 
which disappeared from under the 
piano. It was found the next day be- 
hind the piano. 

“I saw my wife and her son going to 
his room, and I went to the next room 
and heard him say that unless she fired 
me out his bride would never come there 
to live. The next day she offered me 
$3000 if I would leave. I refused and 
then she ordered me to leave. She call 
me a ‘hungry hound.’ ”’ 

Husband Says He Did Cooking. 
Meyer testified tnat at the time of his 

marriage to Mrs. Mary Foster, in 1895, 
he was a conductor on the Southern 
Electric line, now part of the Broadway 
and Cass lines.

Mr, Taft’s message is an assertion of the pow- 
er of the administration. Tiat, more than the 
recommendations made, marks the event as one of 
vast importance at this time.

And if anybody is to be indicted it 
should be the actual offenders, who wickedly and 
with evil intent ‘board the cars aiready full in- 
stead of waiting on the corner until one comes 
along by and by which has some vacant straps. 

Whenever a licensed monopoly is driven from 
all defenses which have the color of justice, rea- 
son, law and common sense the mottled flag of 
folly is spread to the breeze. 

Nevertheless, the suggestion should be con- 
sidered by bank presidents, office boys, clerks, 
stenographers, merchants and others who keep 
office hours and must reach the office on time. 
If the cars are full, let everybody wait. By so 
doing they will save themselves all cause for 
grumbling because they cannot get a seat or a 
strap, and magnanimously protect the company 
again the loud and prejudiced complaints of the 
ignorant multitude.

We see on 
every hand the most appalling symptoms of ‘‘some- 
thing wrong somewhere” and there are many who 
are beginning to realize that it is politically suicidal! 
for a people to foster a system which permits the 
few to fatten at the expense of the many. In my 
judgment, the cause of decay will be found to be 
the so-called economic system which we have built 
up, through long ages of helter-skelter class strug- 
gles between opposing interests, whose unconscious 
aim it was to survive according to the Darwinian 
law of natural selection in the plant and brute king- 
dems. This incessant conflict has narrowed itself 
down to a daily battle between two powerful indus- 
trial giants, represented by corporate capital and or- 
ganized and unorganized labor, either one being just 
as blindly and gluttonly greedy as the other. By es- 
tablishing a system of production and distribution 
for the use and progress of all of the people instead 
of for the abuse and degeneracy of a few, we would 
create conditions in which fat rats, lean rats, profit 
rats, rent rats, interest rats, and the filth and slime 
of high-class voluptuousness and low-class pauper- 
ism cannet exist. O. EVERTZ.

In recommending to Congress the sub- 


mission of a constitutional amendment 
expressly authorizing the collection of 
an income tax, Mr. Taft has turned his 
back on his own record and planted 
himself squarely on the Democratic plat- 
form of 1908. 

By his action Mr. Taft admits that 
he expects the House and Senate to 
make the new tariff duties so high that 
they will not produce adequate revenues. 
He despairs of an agreement on the in- 
heritance tax, whigh the House has em- 
bodied in its bill., “As a substitute the 
tax on corporation net earnings is a 
fair measure, both expedient and prac- 
ticable. But it doesn’t dispose of the 
income tax issue. 

If Mr. Aldrich believes that more than 
one-fourth of the states will reject a 
constitutional amendment permitting an 
income tax without question he may 
find out that he is the victim of self- 
deception. Mr. Taft has no such illu- 
sions. He favors the amendment and 
repeats his conviction that the people 
favor it. But apparently the immediate 
purpose of his message to Congress is 
to unite the Republican factions in the 
Senate on the Democratic platfonmn and 
insure the final enactment into law 
of a Democratic measure through the 
Republican party.

We are now respectfully addressing 
those senators who have resisted loyally 
ard eonsistently every previous attempt 
to subject the business interests of this 
nution, within the states, to a supervi- 
sion, inquisition and control by the Gov- 
ernment at Washington never contem- 
plated by the Conatitution of the United 
States. We are asking these senators 
if they are awake to the fact that all 
fhnat has failed to be done in the direc- 
tion of Federal control of all incorpo- 
rated industry within the states and a 
thousand times more than the wildest 
advocates of centralized power have 
ever dreamed of doing, may be accom- 
plished at a stroke of Mr. Taft's pen 
by the enactment of a profit tax on 
the earnings of corporations of every 
class.

Do they think that if 
once introduced as an emergency meas- 
ure it will ever disappear from our 
system?

As nearly all corporations and joint 
stock companies derive from the several 
states, and not from the Federal] Gov- 
ernment, the privilege it is proposed to 
tax, it seems a pity tnat it is necessary 
to resort to this method of raising 
revenue. 

From revision of tne tariff schedules 
to the imposition of an income tax of 
this nature seems a very “‘long step,”’ in- 
deed, and the power to impose such an 
excise upon domestic corporations, like 
the tax upon inheritance, might well be 
left to the several states. The Govern- 
ment must have revenue and when ab- 
solutely. necessary the patriotic Amert- 
can people will submit to any measures 
needed to supply it. In this time of 
peace and prosperity, however, many 
thoughtful citizens would prefer to see 
the needed revenue obtained, if possible, 
by tried and familiar methods, rather 
than enter upon the proposed expert- 
ment.

Sprinkle one 
quart of raspberries with one cupful of 
sugar; cover and let stand two hours.

Turn the mixture in a 
brick mold. Whip one pint of heavy 
cream, using a Dover egg beater, and 
add one-half cupful of powdered sugar, 
one-half tablespoonful of vanilla, a few 
grains of salt and two-thirds of a cup- 
ful of walnrt meats cut Mto small 
pieces. Pour the creani mixture over the 
fruit mixture to overflow the mold. 
Cover with buttered paper, buttered side 
up, fit on the cover pack in finely 
crushed ice and rock salt, and let stand 
three and one-half hours. 


A Japnnese Strawberry Omelet, 


4g JAPANESE cook taught me the 

other day how to make a straw- 
berry omelet,’’ says Fannie Merritt Far- 
mer in Woman’s Home Companion. 
“Wash and pick over one pint of straw- 
berries. Cut in halves, put In an earth- 
en bowl, and add one-third of a cupful 
of powdered sugar, one-half tablespoon- 
ful of vanilla, one t@&blespoonful of wa- 
ter and a few grains of salt. Let stand 
in a warm place 15 minutes. Beat eight 
eges slightly, and add one-half cupful 
of cream, two tablespoonsful of sugar 
and one-half tablespoonful of salt. 

“Put two tablespoonsful of butter in 
a hot omelet pan, and when melted, pour 
in the egg mixture. As it gooks, prick 
and pick up with a fork until the whole 
is of a creamy consistency. Place on a 
hotter part of the range, that it may 
brown quickly underneath. °Before fold- 
ing and turning on a hot platter add 
one-half of the prepared -strawberries; 
sprinkle with two tablespoonsful of 
‘powdered sugar, and pour around the 
remaining strawberries.

GALVESTON, Tex., June 17.—An im- 


mense lake of oil about 125 miles: south- 
east of Galveston\Island has sprung up, 
and ships reaching. this ‘port say the 
greasy pool is getting its supply from 
the bottom of the gulf, as bubbles indi- 
cate a flow of crude petroleum from 
some source. It ig more than a mile 
long and a half mile wide. For years 
before the opening up of the Texas oil 
fields similar stories were brought into 
port.

NEW YORK, June 17, 12:3 p. m-— 
The market went to pieces in the late 
forenoon. There was demoralization !n 
several of the leading issues, especially 
Reading and American Sugar, the for- 
mer declining 4% and the latter 4% 
points, 

Losses ranging from 1 to 2% pointa 
were general in the list. 

Anaconda lost %, Lead %, General 
‘Electric, American Locomotive and 
Smelting 1% each; Steel preferred 1, 
Steel common 2, Amalgamated 2%, Col- 
orado Fuel 2%, and Consolidated Gas 
3% points. 

Atchison, Canadian Pacific and Penn- 
sylvania declined 1 each; Northern Pa- 
Cifie 1%; B. R. T. 1%, Great Northern 
1%, C. & O. 1%, Erie and Southern Pa- 
cific 2 each, Wabash preferred 3%, and 
the Harriman Pacifics 2 each. 

New York. Central lost 2%, Erie 2 and 
Denver & Rio Grande 1%. 

There was not a bright spot in the 
market, large lots of the most prom- 
inent issues being offered at constantly 
receding figures. 

The general fist of stocks opened low- 
er today.
